Sponsorship is also 
at an all time high and everything seems rosy. But is it? 


Despite all this, and the fact that we are the second largest crowd pullers in the country, is it all really good 
enough? Every day it seems we are hearing about teams desperate for money and new teams wanting to 
enter the competition. There is talk of a team from Auckland, a second team from Perth and North 
Sydney Spirit looks a good chance of fielding a team in the near future. There is also talk of multi- 
miltionaires wanting to buy out existing clubs. 


Marconi President, Tony Labbozzetta, once stated that nobody will ever be able to pass Marconi S.C off 
the field, yet with one foul swoop Perth have taken the rug from under them (although it's doubtful it was 
ever there). The point I'm trying to make is that we can't be complacent with where we are today, Past 
and present committees must be commended for bringing us here, and we are constantly moving forward 
(slow as it may seem).

| dream that South Melbourne S.C will one day be talked about, here and overseas, as the Barcelona of 
Australia; able to attract crowds and members, regardless of their standing on the league table. For the 
important thing that soccer has over all other codes is that it is the World Game. In most countries not too 
many people know much about all these other sports, to them the only sport that counts for anything is 
Football. Who knows or cares who Wayne Carey is in Italy or Scotland? But I'm sure many have a bit to 
read about Paul Okon and Craig Moore. 


The only way soccer will ever take off in this country, is if it is marketed properly. A persistent and profes- 
sional approach will bring some extra support but more importantly it will bring the corporate dollar. This 
will allow clubs the luxury of keeping most of their players, who have been going overseas to make a 
pound or two. Without a doubt the increase in playing standard and continued marketing will see soccer 
in Australia finally come of age and we may yet see the Glory Days of South Melbourne and Australian 
Soccer. And for those of you who will quickly say soccer will never take off in this country, just look at the 
success of Major League Soccer in the United States or the Swans and Lions in the once diehard rugby 
cities. Or maybe it's as simple as looking over the Nullarbor to a city FULL of Glory. 


Lets hope South Melbourne continues to be a leader in Australian soccer by becoming a leader in Austra- 
fian sport, because as a National League club, it is our responsibility to be pro-active and help promote 
the game to all Australians. At the end of the day it will be you and the future generations of Souths fans 
who will reap the benefits.

OUR VISITORS 


Branko Culina was a very relieved Coach when his Cosmos side picked up their first point of the 
season at Gippsland Falcons. It had hardly been the most attractive performance but the confi- 
dence gathered from the goalless draw was evident last week when Cosmos, at home, defeated 
the reigning premiers Brisbane Strikers 2-1, with goals by Ivan Zelic and Damien Brown. The win 
was the Club's first in fifteen games; a run that had begun at the tail end of last season. 


The changes at the Club during the winter had given Cosmos fans renewed optimism after they 
had struggled in their first two seasons in the A League. A new Coach, ground, sponsors and 
players, suggested that the side would improve on its last place finish in 1996-97. The renovation of 
Bruce Stadium for the 2000 Olympic Soccer Tournament has forced the Club to play its home 
games at Seiffert Oval in Queenbeyan. The most impressive move however, was the appointment 
of Sydney United's Branko Culina as Coach, replacing Mike Lyons. Culina has introduced a more 
professional approach, increasing the number of training sessions peer week. He was followed to 
the Capital by Ante Moric. Other new recruits included Ivan Zelic (UTS Olympic) Andrew Ravanello 
(Marconi) Dale Wingell (Perth Glory) Andy Roberts and Harry James (Newcastle) Michael Musitano 
(Adelaide City) Damien Brown (Central Coast) and Tom Haythornthwaite (Parramatta Eagles). 
Nevertheless, the number of departures from the Club means that Canberra's side bears almost no 
resemblance to that of last season. Vince Grella and John Markovski have moved to Carlton, Paul 
Wade has retired, Danny Milosevic has joined Hayden Foxe at Arminia Bielefeld in Germany and 
towering defender Ante Juric has moved to UTS Olympic. 


Branko Culina has almost had to build a new team from scratch. Expectations may be high but it 
will take Culina more than a few games to build a successful side. Even his Sydney United side 
wasn't built overnight, taking Culina three years to mould a side good enough to reach the Grand 
Final. 


As the luck of the draw would have it, Branko Culina's new Club met his old, Sydney United, in the 
first round. Paul Jones was playing in place of first choice goalkeeper Tony Giannasca. Rodrigo 
Moreno was presented with a great chance to get the 'new' Cosmos off on the right foot but missed 
a fifth minute penalty. Sydney United quickly went two goals ahead and eventually won 3-1. Last 
season's top scorer with 7 goals, Norman Kelly was sent off. Similarly, in their second game against 
Marconi, Cosmos had enough early chances to have won the match, but eventually lost to 2 sec- 
ond half goals. Against Adelaide City, at Seiffert Oval, the side again started well, having seven 
shots at goal to one, but lost 2-1. The following game at Falcons park may not have been their best 
performance but, nevertheless, their first point came as a relief to everybody. The 2-1 win over the 
Strikers the following week lifted the Club off the bottom for the first time this season. 


KEY MEN 


BRANKO CULINA - Last season's Coach of the Year began his playing career in Melbourne with 
the Knights in the mid 1970's. After short spells with Sydney United, Blacktown City and St. Albans, 
he began his Coaching career in the Victorian Premier League at St. Albans and had stints at North 
Geelong and Melbourne Knights, before taking the Sydney United top job in 1994. Culina also 
coached the Victorian State Team in 1992/93 and was Les Shienflug's assistant at the 1997 World 
Youth Championships in Malaysia. 


ANTE MORIC - The former World Youth Championship star followed Cullina from Edensor Park. 
The left-sided midfielder, with more than 100 appearances for Sydney United gets through an 
enormous amount of work in midfield and is quick to join in attack. 


MICHAEL MUSITANO - Very impressive in Canberra's inaugural season, scoring Canberra's first 
ever goal in the A League. Musitano joined Adelaide City last season but returned to Canberra after 
an injury plagued season. A tall, strong player, with a good turn speed and great ability.

Due to the recent decision to play some games on Friday nights, | will be unable to 
attend some games because of work commitments. But that doesn't matter. To use a 
well worn phrase, ‘the game is bigger than the individual’. 


Or is it? Recent events in this wide world of sport may suggest otherwise. The imminent 
threat of a strike amongst our cricketers received blanket coverage throughout the me- 
dia. As you can imagine, the focal point of this threat was an increase in pay. Purists 
weren't exactly impressed with the goings on and this wasn't helped when Shane Warne 
decided to parade his new $300,000 Ferrari in the papers. It's been exactly 20 years 
since Cricket's greatest crisis, when Kerry Packer led his own rebel cricket league, where 
players were getting 500% more than they would in the traditional cricket establishment. 


The only other such crisis that has plagued Australian sport is of course the Super League 
fiasco, which has virtually destroyed consumer confidence in Rugby League and has 
made most of its long time fans do the unthinkable and switch to the AFL (Soccer of 
course didn't capitalize on this). Kerry Packer was again in the thick of things, this time 
sharing equal billing with long time media pal Rupert Murdock. 


The above two scenarios would be seen as examples of how sport has now become 
business. It may not be palatable to the old diehard traditionalists, who have followed the 
game for decades, but it is a fact of life all over the world. Soccer Clubs these days 
operate as businesses rather than just Clubs. Flotation on the Stock Exchange, consor- 
tiums, and merger/takeovers are the buzz words today, as Clubs strive to be competitive 
and financially viable. Equally important however is the welfare of the employees (i.e. 
players) as the events of recent years have shown (Bosman Ruling, Stewart Report). We 
can only hope that administrators at both Club and Federation level have a clear under- 
standing of the importance of this.
